One of the most persistent visitors at the 
White House is Alan Arthur, son of the ex- 
President, who wants to be Minister to the 
Hague.

effect this morning. Police have stood by 
and refused to make arrests for the viola- 
tion of the law on the part of the company, 
and a condition of affairs bordering closely 
on anarchy is threatened in this city. ' 

The company has a monopoly of the 
street car business in this city. The people 
of Indianapolis have been bound hand and 
foot for thirty years by the Citizens’ Street 
railway company, which never paid a cent 
for its franchise, never so much as paying 
for the improvement of streets between its 
tracks. 

The only way a competing company can 
enter Indianapolis is by elevated railway 
over the housetops or by a system of gerial 
navigation. The Citizens’ company now has 
a case in court claiming a perpetual fran- 
chise, and denies the city the right under its 
charter to go before the Legislature and 
have laws passed to regulate the railway 
company. Until recently there was no such 
thing as night cars in the city. Fimally 
night cars were put on and are now being 
operated at a 10-cent fare. 

The feeling was so bitter that mumerous 
encounters between the company’s em- 
ployés and patrons of the road today were 
easily foreseen, It began with the first cars 
that left the barns at daylight. 

Laboring men going to their work were 
generally informed that the three-cent fare 
law was in effect, and they offered three- 
cent fares. These the conductors refused 
to accept, and the men either paid five cents 
or were put off. After three or four passen- 
gers had been put off a car the rest of the 
occupants, rather than walk to their work, 
paid the five cents. ‘ 


Motormen Are Called In. 


The cars coming down between 7 and 8 
o’clock were much delayed by the frequent 
set-tos between the conductors and pas- 
sengers who had to be ejected. The motor- 
man was generally called in to assist the 
conductor, and when a blockade occurred 
officers of the road stationed along the lines 
would come running up and take a hand in 
pitching off the passengers. Women and 
thop girls who stuck to their rights under 
the law were forcibly lifted from their seats 
in the car, the conductor holding one arm 
and the motorman the other, and half 
earried, half dragged to the door of the car 
and unceremoniously dropped from the rear 
platform. 

Such scenes were repeated hundreds of 
times before evening. 

Early in the day some of the conductors 
were in doubt about demanding five cents 
and when a passenger insisted three cents 
was accepted. As soon as this State 
of affairs was learned at the company’s 
offices word was sent to the employés 
that every conductor would have to turn in 
five cents for every fare registered. On 
some of the lines where conductors have 
been old fixtures and knew many of the 
patrons they did not refuse*to accept three 
cents, but explained they would have to 
make up fhe difference out of ir own 
money. This sympathy dodge by the con- 
ductors is being worked on every car in the 
city tonight and few people refuse to give 
up their nickels. 

The most. exciting incidents took place 
during the noon hour. Every one had been 
Ciscussing the situation during the morning 
and no man paid his fare without protesting. 
Judge Cox of the police court refused te he

Senator Munroe’s amendment limiting the 
right of eminent domain to the existing law 
and providing that municipalities shall have 
the right to interfere with the use of streets 
was laid on the table by a viva voce vote on 
motion of Senator Humphrey. 

Senator Munroe’s amendment to extend 
franchises for forty instead of fifty years 
was then taken up. The author explained 
the amendment and said that forty years 
was a sufficient extension. 

Senator Crawford opposed the amendment. 
He said: “Iseenojusticeinthis. Elevated 
railroads have franchises for fifty years, and 
the surface roads are entitled to the same 
privileges. I see no right to confine street 
railroads to twenty years, as seems to be the 
prevailing idea.“ 

Senator Crawferd then attacked the Civic 
Federation and Union League and other or- 
ganizations which have been against the bill. 
„They send tier hirelings down here to tell 
us how to vote. These lawyers come down 
here one day opposing a measure and the 
next day they are here in favor of some other 
measure. The street railroads have been a 
great help to Chicago, and it has more miles 
of street railroad than any other city in the 
world and furnishes more miles of trans- 
portation than any other city. 

Attacks Civic Federation. 


„ The members of the Civic Federation, 
perhaps, want us to copy after Europe, 
where second-class passengers have no ac- 
commodation or protection. As a property- 
owner in Chicago, I say that these enter- 
prises have done more for me than the Civic 
Federation, or the Union League, or any 
other kindred society ever did. People come 
down here and talk to us who don’t own a 
doliar’s worth of property, and are looking 
for cheap notoriety. The passage of these 
bills will mean a half-million dollars to Chi- 
cago in a year from now. When the mem- 
bers of the Civic Federation are occupying 
front seats in the hot place below, some 
twenty miles the other side of the River 
Styx, they will, as the rich man did to 
Lazarus, look up to these poor fellows who 
voted for the Humphrey bills and ask for a 
drop of Yerkes watered stock with which to 
moisten thefr parched tongues.”

Salaries of Commissioners, 


Sec. 4. Each of said Commissioners shall re- 
ceive for his services a sum not exceeding $1,500 
per annum, payable quarterly. They shall be fur- 
nished with an office, office furniture, and sta- 
tionery at the expense of the State, and shall have 
power to appoint a secretary to perform such du- 


ties as they shall assign to him. Said secretary 


shall receive for his services a sum not exceeding 
$1,000 per annum. The office of the said Commis- 
sioners shall be kept at Springfield. and all sums 
authorized to be paid by this act shall be paid out 
of the State Treasury and only on the order of 
the Governor, provided that the total sum to be 
expended by said Commissioners for office rent. 
and furniture, and stationery shall in nw case 
exceed the total sum of $400 per annum. 

Sec. 5. Every elevated and street railroad in- 
corporated, constructed, and in operation in this 
State under any general or special law of this 
State, or which shall hereafter become incor- 
porated, or do business under any general or spe- 
cial law of this State shall, on or before the first 
day of Nevember, in each year make and transact 
to the Commissioners appointed by virtue of this 
act, at their office in Springf€ld a full and true 
statement under oath of its President or other 
proper officer of such corporation of the affairs of 
the said corporation, as the same existed on the 
first day of the preceding July specifying:

Bill to Repeal. 


Senate bill No. 258. 

A bill for an act concerning street railroads 
and to repeal a certain act therein named. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Tilinois, represented in the General Assembly. 
that every corporation that has heretofore been 
organized under any general or special law of 
this State, or that may be hereafter organized 
under any general law of this State, for the pur- 
pose of acquiring or constructing and operating 
a street railway in, upon, or along any street, 
or highway, or alley, or in, upon, or along any 
property that has been or may be acquired by 
such corporation, shall, in addition to the powers 
heretofore conferred by law, possess all the pow- 
ers and be subject to all the terms, conditions, 
and obligations conferred by this act. 

Sec. 2. Every such corporation for the purpose 
of acquiring, constructing, maintaining, or pperat- 
ing its said railroad may, except upon property 
owned and in use by corporations doing a like 
business, enter upon and appropriate any prop- 
erty necessary fer the construction, maintenance, 
or operation of its said road, and all necessary 
sidings, side tracks, depots, power-houses, and 
appurtenances, and may, subject to the provis- 
ions contained in this act, and excepting as afore- 
said, locate and construct its road upon and along 
any street, alley, road, or highway, or by tunnel 
under or bridge across or over any waters or 
highways of this State, in such manner as not 
to unnecessarily obstruct the public use of said 
street, alley, road, or highway, or unnecessarily 
interrupt the navigation of such waters. Every 
such corporation may operate its railroad for the 
transportation of passengers and for the car- 
riage of small packages and parcels and the 


control should be exercised over them in 
the interest of the public by the city. 

Corporations should be allowed a reason- 
able interest on their actual investment and 
nothing else. City Councils should not per- 
mit individuals to make fortunes out of the 
use of public streets in the matter of such 
a simple and weil established undertaking 
as the laying of tracks and the running of 
cars. A modern city under a reformed civil! 
service should prepare itself to Own and 
operate street raliways. The right to col- 
lect tolls over public streets is a power 
which a municipality should jealously guard 
and be slow to surrender, and which the 
State has no right to assume. I consider 
street railway control as something purely 
and exciusively municipal.

Larissa, April 15.—There is no truth in the 
Turkish reports that the Greek irregulars 
have been driven out of Macedonia. The 
main body of the irregulars is contin 
its successful operations against the Tu 

The report of the capture of Kipur, north 
of Baltino, by the G is confirmed, and, 
in addition, the main forces of the irregulars 
have advanced as far as Pigavitza, where 
there is an important bridge across a moun- 
tain torrent. From that point Chief Davelis, 
who is directing the operations, has sent a 
detachment, consisting of the Italians un- 
der Col. Cipriani, the well-known Socialist 
leader, to the left of Pigavitza with instruc- 
tions to attack and capture Zlovof, a small 
town occupy! an important strategic 
position. The Italians accomplished their 
task in due time with considerable skill, 
They are now holding Zlovof and placing it 
in a position to withstand an attack from 
the Turks. 

Simultaneously with ordering the move- 
ment against Zlovof, Chief Davelis sent 
another column of irregulars to the right, 
from Pigavitza, under orders to invest and 
capture Bitovon, another town occupying a 
strategic position of importance. This move- 
ment was aleo successfully carried oun. 

After the capture of Zlovof the Greek 
lrregular force operating in that direction 
continued its advance as far as Kritudes, 
Plisia, and Kourduzi. The Greeks have been 
instructed to hold the latter place at all 
costs, as it commands the right approach 
to Grevena, which is held by a strong Turk- 
ish force of infantry, cavairy, and artillery. 
At Kritudes, Plisia, and Kourduzi heavy 
fighting occurred between the Greeks and 
Turks before the places mentioned were 
captured, but the invading irregulars of 
Greece proved themselves more than a 
match for the trained Turkish troops and 
drove the latter before them from place to 
piace. 

Another column of Greek irregulars start- 
ed for Macedonia: from Zarkos, half way 
between Larissa and Trikhaia. Shortly aft- 
er crossing the frontier the Greeks were 
tonfronted by strong forces of Turkish reg- 
ular troops, stationed in well defended posi- 
tions in the villages of Anakoutra and 
Kanakoutra. Sharp fighting followed at 
both places, but in spite of the stubborn 
defense of the Turks the Greeks carried both 
villages by assault, the Turks retreating 
from Cleutherokari. This route into Greek 


fense and is now regarded as being safe, 
the nature of the country making it almost 
impossible for a Turkish force to advance, 

The Greek irregulars now hold all of the 
four roads leading from the Thessalian 
| frontier in the direction of Grevena, which 
may be looked upon as the Turkish center. 

Another feature of the operations which 
looks favorable to the Greeks is in the fact 
that, according to reports received here 
from the leaders of the irregular forces, at 
least 1,000 mountaineers of the country 
traversed by the Greeks have joined the 
irregular forces, and, it is further stated, 
the Albanians are deserting from the Turk- 
ish forces near Mount Olympus, are escap- 
ing into Thessaly, and are joining the Greek 
forces. 

The roads in Thessaly are in excellent con- 
dition for military operations, but on the 
Turkish side of the frontier the reverse is 
the case. Until recently the Turks had the 
‘best positions on the frontier, their well- 
built, strongly defended, and admirably 
placed blockhouses being in plain view from 
the Greek lines. The irregulars, however, 
have made a decided change in the situation. 

In all, the Greeks have about 80,000 reg- 
ulars and some 20,000 irregulars on the 
frontier, but they count a great deal on re- 
inforcements to their armies through ris- 
ings in Epirus, Albania, and Macedonia. 

The Turks, on the other hand, have about 
150,000 good, well-equipped troops in line. 
Of these forty-four battalions are Redifs, 
raised in Roumelia, in all about 30,000 men, 
who are divided into two reserve divisions. 

At Monastir fiying columns have been 
formed to watch the Servian frontier, and 
all the supplics possible are being pushed 
forward to the three Turkish divisions at 
Elassona, Grevena, and Janina. The Turks 
are weak in cavalry, having only about 
£,000 mounted men on the frontier. They 
are, however, very strong in artillery and 
infantry. The transport corps is well or- 
ganized, field telegraphs have been laid be- 
tween all important points, artesian wells 
have been bored at Elassona, and the broken 
bridges in Macedonia have been repaired as 
much as possible. 

The Turkish forces at Salonica have con- 
structed a line of redoubts round the gulf 
and down the gean coast to Katerina. 
Krupp and Armstrong guns have been 
mounted behind those defenses and a line 
of thirty torpedoes has been laid across the 
bay from Cape Kara. 

The discipline of the Turkish troops is be- 
yond praise. The Greeks, however, are not 
in anything like the state of efficiency of the 
Turks, although they may at present seem 
to be animated by more warlike enthusiasm.

CZAR WOULD ABANDON BOTH RATIONS

HONDURAS NOW UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Official Report from Tegucigalpa of 
the Breaking Out of a Reve- 
lution. 


Washington, D. C., April 15.—United States 
Consul Little telegraphs from Tegucigalpa, 
the capital of Honduras, that a revolution 
has broken out and that the republic is now 
under martial law. 

Minister Rodriguez, the Minister of the 
Greater Republic of Central America, has re- 
ceived no telegram regarding the reported 
uprising in Honduras. There are two parties 
in Honduras, as there are in the two other 
republics of the Greater Republic of Central 
America, the Liberals and the Conserva- 
tives. At present the Liberale are in the 
supremacy in Honduras, having regained 
power by the overthrow of President Vas- 
quez. The present Executive is President 
Bonilla. 

The government of Honduras is much less 
stable than that of the other two countries. 
There is always a great deal of social and 
political agitation there, owing to the rivairy 
of the opposing leaders, but it is usually 
kept under cover until a revolution breaks 
out. It is possible that Gen. Vasquez, who 
was overthrown three years ago, may be at 
the head of the present movement. Fre- 
vious revolutions, while attended with blood- 
shed, usually have been brief. The popula- 
tion of Honduras is about 350,000, but com- 
munication is difficult on account of lack of 
railroad: facilities and bad roads. Tegvci- 
galpa, ‘‘ The City of the Mountains,“ is the 
capital of Honduras. It is not unlikely if 
the revolution should prove unusually se- 
vere that the other two republics in the con- 
federation may aid in restoring order.

Berlin, April 15.—Father Kneipp, well 
known throughout the world through his 
famous water cure, is reported to be dying 
at Worishofen, Suabia. He has been suf- 
fering from inflammation of the lunga, 
which, owing to his advanced age, is likely 
to prove fatal. He received the last sacra- 
ment of the church yesterday. 

The afternoon papers of this city publish 
dispatches from Munich which say that 
Father Kneipp has greatly improved in 
health today, and that his life is no longer 
in danger. 


France and Brasil to Arbitrate. 

Paris, April 15.—M. Hanotaux, the Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, informed the Cab- 
inet today that a convention had been 
signed between France and Brazil for the 
purpose of arbitrating the question of 
Guiana territory in dispute between the two 
countries. 


SEES MAN FISHING FROM AIR SHIP, 


Occupants of the Aerial Craft Drop a 
Swordfish in the Lake and 
Sail Away. 


Cleveland, O., April 15.—[Special.]—S. II. 
Davis of Detroit says that while owt on his 
fish tug, the Sea Wing, yesterday the fisher- 
men noticed a quéer looking boat not far 
away. Capt. Joseph Singler, master of the 
tug, and Mr. Davis agree that it appeared 
to be about forty feet in length. It hada 
cabin covering about one-fourth of the deck 
surface. A man dressed in a checked nunt- 
ing suit and wearing a long peaked cap 
was fishing from the boat. He was appar- 
ently about 25 years of age. A handsome 
woman Sat at his side, with a boy of 10 at 
her feet. As the Sea Wing neared the 
curious craft a gayly decorated object was 
slowly inflated and rose to the length of the 
ropes by which it was attached to the boat. 
It was a balloon, cylinder shaped, about 
fifty feet long. Slowly the boat rose into 
the air until it stood directly over the tug, 
about 500 feet from the water. It circled like 
a hawk for several minutes. Suddenly there 
was a splash in the water. A large sword 
fish had been dropped from the airship. 
The fish was stunned and is now on exhibi- 
tion in a tank at the fire tug, Ceveland, O. 
A sail was dropped from the airship and 
the mysterious people were carried away 
by the high wind. Mr. Davis said the boat 
had a wheel similar fo those on steamers. 
This, it is stated, acts as a propeller in the 
air as well as on the water. 

Mount Vernon, III., April 15.—[Special.}— 
What is thought to have been the mysterious 
airship was seen here by more than a hun- 
dred persons last night. Mayor Wells, who 
had an excellent view of the mysterious 
visitor from the observatory attached to 
his residence, says it resembled the body of 
a huge man swimming through the air 
with an electric light at its back.

New York, April 15.—William 8. Thomp- 
son, who was indicted in Chicago last Octo- 
ber for carrying on swindling Operations 
through the mails, has been arrested here 
and is held in $2,500 bail for hearing. 

It is alleged that Thompson sent out let- 
ters offering to send bicycles worth $100 
upon receipt of $45. Persons who sent 
money claim that they never heard any- 
thing more from Thompson. Thompson had 
been arrested in Chicago and furnished 
$1,000 bail. Walter S. Mayer, Poatoffice In- 
spector at Chicago, who came to this city 
and caused the arrest of Thompson, said 
that he had occupied several days in an ef- 
fort to locate Thompson. The latter had fled 
from Chicago after being indicted. 

The concern of which Thompson was the 
head sent out circulars offering a prize to the 
perscn making the greatest number of words 
out of the letters in the title Empress Bi- 
cycle.”” Later on cireular letters were 
mailed to those persons who had failed to 
win the prize, offering them a $100 bicycle 
for $45. 

In Chicagd Thompson was known as 
„ Willtam S. Thompson,“ and in this city as 
C. Thompson.“ Inspector Mayer said that 
Thompson and his associates had obtained 
$50,000 by means of the swindle. 


William S. Thompson was arrested in this 
city last September charged with using the 
mails for unlawful purposes. He conducted 
a bicycle lottery scheme for some time, send- 
ing out letters through the mails. None of 
his promised prizes were paid and many 
complaints were sent to the postal authori- 
ties. 

He was at last arrested by postoffice in- 
spectors and arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Humphrey. On hearing he 
was held to the Federal grand jury in bonds 
of $1,000. He furnished bail and was re- 
leased. 

Soon afterward he disappeared, and after 
he had been indicted he could not be found. 
He will be brought back to Chicago for trial. 


LIBELED BY A BEBALISTIC STORY. 


Artist Asks Damages for a Tale Writ- 
ten by Edith Sessions Tupper Based 
on a World's Fair Incident, 


New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—Col. Tem- 
pus Battersby is an artist who didn’t suc- 
ceed in getting his picture of Lee's Sur- 
render at Appomattox ”’ accepted for exhi- 
bition in the New York display at the 
World's Fair. Judge W. L. Sessions, father 
of the writer, Edith Sessions Tupper, was 
the Art Commissioner who visited the 
Colonel’s picture, incidentally taking his 
daughter along with him, and refused the 
picture. Then Mrs. Tupper wrote a Christ- 
mas story, with the Colonel's rejected pict- 
ure as her text, and, it is alleged, used Inci- 
dents in the Colonel’s life which he objected 
to having made public. 

The Colonel’s name was not used, but the 
studio was described in detail. In the story 
the Colonel was of more delicate fiber than 
in real life, for the writer killed him off 
Christmas morning, just as the Art Commis- 
sioner’s daughter, who had succeeded in 
worrying her father into securing the ac- 
ceptance of the picture against his better 
judgment, arrived at the studio to bring the 
glad news. 

In real life Col. Battersby got angry at 
being made the hero of so pathetic a yarn 
and still angrier at the slurs on his picture, 
and brought sult for $25,000 damages against 
P. F. Collier, proprietor of Once a Week, in 
which the story was published. The caseis 
now on trial here. 

The defense says the painting was rejected, 
while the Colonel says it Was not: that it was 
merely in an unfinished state. He says the 
story was published before the painting was 
finished and because of ‘ts publication a 
number of the Colonel’s friends who had 
contributed material for the picture with- 
drew their support.

ADDS NEW VALUE AND STRENGTH TO 
ROBERTSON’S MASTERPIECE. 


Real English Flavor of the Old Play 


Is Only Deepened by the Develop- 
ment of an Eeeles More Tragic and 
Less Amusing than the Earlier Ones 
—Mr. Frederick Kerr Shares the 
Honors with the Star—Warmly Re- 
ceived at Hooley’s. 


The vitality of Robertson’s “ Caste “ may 
be accounted for in two ways. In the first 
place it is the best play of its kind, and a 
certain meed of immortality is reserved for 
any work of art which represents the best 
characteristics of any particular school. 
“Caste” is undoubtedly the best effort of 
those writers who were associated with the 
“Cup and Saucer” comedy of the early 
sixties, and whether we like the school or 
not we cannot withhold admiration from its 
highest development. Besides, in any case 
the play has a historic interest as represent- 
ing the Pnglish drama of the mid-century. 
In the second piace there is a thoroughly En- 
glish and Victorian atmosphere about Rob- 
ertson's masterpiece. Coming as it did after 
a long period of utter sterility, in which 
adaptations from the French and mutilations 
of Shakspeare constituted the only dramatic 
provender offered to the English public, the 
group of playwrights to which Robertson 
and Byron belonged succeeded in producing 
something that was not only more or less 
origina] but thoroughly. national in its tone. 
Plays like Caste and Our Boys,” how- 
ever artificial they may be in certain re- 
spects, are at least genuine in the main be- 
cause they convey such an excellent impres- 
sion of the English manners and the English 
sentiment of the period. So that Caste ” is 
2 — * * for the simple reason that it 
8 not only the best play of its kind, but it is 
genuinely English. * 

Characters Finely Drawn. 

And with all the mawkish sentiment which 
mars so many of the scenes we must 
that the plot is admirably ——, — 
the characters finely drawn. It is true the 
interpreters into whose hands the comedy 
was first intrusted have done marvels to 
achieve its longevity. ‘Every character in 
the piece has become traditional; every sit- 
uation has acquired the mellowness of wine 
that has been long kept in the cellar. When 
we talk of Eccles and Sam Gerridge and 
Polly we are using household names which 
are as familiar as Beatrice or Juliet or Dog- 
berry. They are facts we cannot overlook, 
whether we like them or not, and Eccles will 
be always Eccles for us whether we agree 


} with the Marquise that no such person was 


ever born or not. Eccles has changed, how- 
ever, since we last knew him. He has abate 
a good deal more serious and tragic. He is 
still as bibulous as ever and he still waxes 
musical in wine and out of it; but he has 
lost the air of broad comedy with which 
George Honey first invested him, and he has 
become in earnest the wretched, begging, 
pilfering, 1 loafer which we may 
see any y in life in the pu

John Hare Has the Credit. 

It is John Hare, seen in it last 
Hooley’s, who has worked this — 
him, and though we may regret the partial 
disguise of an old friend we are more than 
compensated for the loss by the gain which 
we get in truth and dramatic value. The 
transfiguration of Bccles—apparently a 
small affair because the character is so lit- 
tle in the plot of the play—while it robs 
“ Caste” to à certain extent of the broad 
comedy element, transforms it by some 
strange means into a living drama. There 
is something real and almost tragic in this 
drunken father, who has every despicable 
quality that can be imagined and yet has 
two daughters who can love him and stand 
up for him. We can forgive all the artificial- 
ity of the story and all the horrible senti- 
mentality connected with the baby, which 
is so truly characteristic of the earlier Vic- 
torian period, for this one piece of real hu- 
manity. 

Possibly John Hare is more responsible for 
this Eecles than Robertson. If Robertson 
really did conceive the character as John 
Hare acted it last night he was capable of 
far finer work than he ever achieved. But 
probably the art of the actor has instilled 
something of the modern spirit of pure nat- 
uralism—devoid of sentiment and free from 
caricature—into the dry bones of a some- 
what burlesque invention. As an example 
of fine characterization this Jiccles of John 
Hare’s can only be classed with the Cor- 
poral Brewster of Sir Henry Irving; both 
are inolined to be too realistic in the ugly 
details, but both are so infused with real 
human spirit that the exaggeration may 
be disregarded. 

His Art Is the Feature. 

In a play like Caste” it is on account 
of his great art and his new reading of 
character that we fix our attention first and 
foremost upon the leading actor. For the 
play, as far as the story is concerned, might 
go on without him and prove just as satis- 
factory to the lovers of domestic drama 
who enjoy watery sentiment and happy end- 
ings. It is necessary to record, therefore, 
that the performance all round was one of 
great excellence, Indeed, the Capt. Haw- 
tree of Mr. Frederick Kerr deserves to rank 
with the Eccles of Mr. Hare for perfection 
of detail. It is not Mr. Kerr’s fault that he 
has to play the part of a slow thinking, kind- 
hearted, heavy dragoon who belongs far 
more to stageland than real life. He put 
all the life into it that was possible and 
proved himself a worthy successor of Mr. 
George Bancroft, who created the part when 
Mr. John Hare played Sam . Mr 
Gilbett Hare was exceedingly in his 
father’s old part; Mr. Frank Gilmore was 
handsome and impressive as George d' Alroy, 
and the ladies of the cast were quite ade- 
quate to the requirements put upon them.

Attempt to Buy the Globe. 


An attempt to buy out the Globe Savings 
Bank was made by another local banker in 
January. On Jan. 9 George R. Hayden, 

examiner under Auditor Gore, 
investigated the bank and reported that 
‘the condition of the bank was such that it 
should be closed up. An official of the bank 
said yesterday that after his examination 
on Jan. 9 Hayden went to the bank and in- 
troduced to its officials a man at the head of 
a local bank who wanted to buy the Globe, 
and that Hayden's report of the condition 
of the Globe was not filed until after the 
offer to sell had been refused. 

Mr. Hayden acknowleged that he had in- 
troduced such a man at the Globe, but re- 
fused to give his name. He said he was a 
local banker who had effected another con- 
solidation during the year and wanted to 
increase his business still more by getting 
in the Globe. 


Depositors Are Asséssed. 

The Executive committee of the depositors 
of the Globe yesterday levied an assessment 
of one-half of 1 per cent on the 3,119 deposit- 
ors. Each will be expected to stand such 
an assessment on the amount of his or her 
deposit in order to raise a fund to meet the 
expenses of the litigation expected.

SPALDING GIVES OUT HIS STATEMENT. 


He Says the Globe Will Pay Depositors 
and the University Alse Can 
Get Its Due.

Charles W. Spalding yesterday issued a 
card purporting to explain all he knows 
about the Globe Savings Bank and Univer- 
sity of Illinois affairs, protesting that the 
bank will y out, and that the university 
will ultimately get allthatisdueit. Hetells 
nothing that is especially new and refuses to 
discuss his domestic affairs. 


Text of His Statement. 


Here is his statement: 

In relation to the affairs of the Globe Savings 
Bank and the troubles which have arisen in con- 
sequence of its closing on April 5, I desire to say 
a few words to the public, which I have been re- 
strained from saying heretofore by iliness and a 
disinclination to discuss, in the public press, mat- 
ters which might possibly be passed upon in a 
court of justice. 

The bank had successfully weathered the finan- 
#ial storms of the last four years, which had car- 
tied down many older and larger institutions, and, 
after a most searching and critical examination by 
the State Auditor’s office early in March was ad- 
vised by the Auditor to make an assessment upon 
the capital stock of 50 per cent, which he claimed 
would result, if paid promptly, in putting the Globe 
Savings Bank on a par with the strongest banks 
in the State, by charging off all doubtful paper 
ami eventually establishing a satisfactory surplus. 
This was accordingly done and the assessment 
ordered. A majority of the stockholders expressed 
themselves ready to respond promptly, and on the 
evening of April 2, with plenty of cash in its 
vaults for ordinary business uses, there seemed no 
doubt of the future. 

On that evening, however, a dispatch from the 
East was published in one of the newspapers in- 
dicating a purpose on the part of a few stock- 
holders to resist the assessment if possibie. This 
publication alarmed depositors and a run the fol- 
lowing day (Saturday) resulted in such heavy with- 
drawals that, with the prospect of its continuance 
on Monday, there was no alternative but to close 
and liquidate. 


Depositors to Be Paid. 


Relying upon my knowledge of the securities 
and the thorough examination of them just made 
by the Auditor's office, I have no hesitation in 
saying that all depositors will be paid in full, and 
more than 50 per cent of the capital stock will be 
paid to the stockholders if the securities are con- 


servatively managed in the hands of the receiver. 


Believing this result would certainly follow if the 
services of Cashier Churchill could be secured, I 
suggested his appointment, and have faith to be- 
lieve he can fully justify the representations made 
to Eastern stockholders and meet the expectations 
of the State Auditor's office. 

The results to myself, as the largest stockholder, 
have been most digastrous. I own 500 shares, 
about one-fourth of which has been acquired with- 
im the last two years by purchase, the liability 
upon which is $50,000. To cover this possible la- 
bility I have deeded to the receiver an amount of 
property which his attorney and Mr. Churchill 
informed me would be sufficient for that purpose: 
notwithstanding, however, he has seen fit by legal 
injunction to seize all my private personal prop- 
erty and papers, even going to the extremity of 
forcibly drilling and opening my safe and deposit 
boxes in the vaults of the Safety Deposit company, 
at a time when I lay sick and helpless in bed and 
unable to resist the outrage. I cannot explain the 
motive which prompted this action. It has caused 
me most serious embarrassment, loss, and in- 
convenience. 

Review of His Services. 


I have given to the bank seven of the best years 
of my life, the last four entirely without com- 
pensation. I have given it from my own private 
means during the last two years the sum of 622. 
000, as its books wil] show, besides numerous 
other benefits, and in view of thése personal sac- 
rifies on my part to carry it through four years 
of unprecedented financial distress this action 
seems all the more inexplicable. 

No funds have ever been withdrawn, as charged, 
for my benefit. The transaction of $15,000 or 
thereabouts which has been alluded to in the press 
was wholly in the interests of the bank to protect 
its stock from being forced upon the market, and 
not for my profit; indeed, I covered the transac- 
tion with my personal property as collateral, and 
that, too, is sacrificed, adding more than $10,000 
to the sum previously referred to. 

In regard to the affairs of the ‘’niversity of Illi- 
nois, which have been seriously affected by the 
closing of the bank, I have now but little to say 
beyond the fact that there will be no ultimate loss 
to that institution or to my bondsmen, if my in- 


vestments are not sacrificed by forcing them upon | 


the present market, and I can be permitted to ad- 
vise how they shall be liquidated. 


Denies Bond Matilation. 


While endowment fund bonds have been pledged to 

meet warrants drawn upon mie, at a time when no 
other securities or investments were available for 
that purpose, and when the market was such 
that no investment I held could be solid at any- 
thing near its value, it is not true, as charged, that 
any of them have ever been mutilated, erased, or 
changed in any particular, as will appear when ex- 
amination of them is made. I handled the gen- 
eral funds in good faith, to meet my obliga- 
tions to the Board of Trustees, produce fixed in- 
terest charges, and with such judgment as had 
enabled me to handle more than $2,000,000 for 
Eastern investors during the last fifteen years, 
without the loss of a dollar, aside from the pos- 
sible loss on Globe Savings Bank stock. 

In the disposition of my property, as between 
the Globe Savings Bank and the wniversity, I 
have not preferred one above the other. I have 
satisfied my full stock liability, which no other 
stockholder, aside from the officers of the bank, 
has done, and placed in the hands of the trustees 
a sufficient amount, if intelligently managed, to 
pay its claims upon me. I stand ready to assist 
both in any way I can conserve their interests, 
and shall not rest till all my obligations are fully 
discharged. If the criminal law is invoked I shall 
be found right here, and shall not attempt to evade 
any responsibility for any of my acts in connec- 
tion with Ather institution. 

The depositors of Globe Savings Bank, who are 
anxious and inconvenienced by the tying up of their 
funds, have my heartfelt sympathy, and I beg 
to assure them I shall leave nothing in my power 
undone to protect their interests, and insure the 
early of their deposits.

President of the Western Indiana 
Cenfers with Those Interested in 
St. Charles Track Elevation. 


Representatives of the various railroads 
interested in the St. Charles Air Line track 
elevation ordinance met yesterday with 
Mayor Swift at the latter’s office to discuss 
the grade crossing at Sixteenth and Clark 
streets.

Mexico City, Mexico, April 15.—[(Special.}— 
The Lees observatory, whieh was trans- 
ferred from Klagstaff, Ari., to Mexico early 
im December last, for the purpose of ob- 
serving the apposition of Mars, and for the 
measurement of Southern double stars, has 
been dismounted and shipped back to its 
original location after eae months’ re- 
markable service. 

Dr. Lee, who was in 3 ot the observa- 
tion in the Southern heavens, announces 
that since Jan. 1 mere than 300,000 double 
and triple stars bad been measured. 
More than half were new, having never been 
reported by any astronomer. The report will 
be the largest and most Important addition 
to the Southern stellar astronomy since the 
observations of Sir John Herschel. Full 
reports of their work are to be forwarded 
soon to the Royal Astronomical Society at 
London. 

Among his discoveries are many brilliant 
stars, among them Lambada, Velarum, Al- 
pha, Pheenicis, p. Velorem eta Centaur, Lamb- 
do Lupi, d. Centauri, b. Lupi, Omega Lupi, 
Kappa Normoe, Iota Normoe, Zota Scorpi. 
Epsilon Telescopia, and perhaps fifty dif- 
ficult stars separated by less than one sec- 
ond of an are. In addition to these discov- 
eries his corroborative points of argument 
as to the formation of heavenly bodies will 
be exceptionally interesting. 


STRIKE AGAINST NON-UNION ARTISANS 


Walkout at Bullen, Brand & Gund 
Company’s Elevator and Malt House 
nion Loop Tied Up. 


A general strike, affecting over 300 men 

in the building’ trades, was ordered yester- 
day on the big malt-house and elevator be- 
ing built in Rockwell street, between Twelfth 
street and Ogden avenue, by the Bullen, 
Brand & Gund company. The trouble grew 
out of the employment of non-union men 
by the McDonald Construction company, 
which has the contract on the elevator 
building. 
On the malt-house union men are em- 
ployed exclusively by Schaefer & Spafford, 
having the brick work contract, and by 
Contractor Daniels, who is putting in the 
iron work. There are 150 union carpenters, 
bricklayers, laborers, and ironworkers work- 
ing on the malt-house. All were ordered 
out in the effort to force the payment of the 
full union scale on the elevator building. 

The contractors refuse to pay more than 
at present unless the owners of the building 
will stand the additional expense. The 
bricklayers are said to be unfriendly to the 
purpose of the strike and they may refuse 
to join it. In that case the Building Trades 
Council officials say they will force the 
bricklayers out by stopping all other work. 

The union loop is again tied up by a strike 
of architectural ironworkers, caused by 
Contractor Solomon’ s alleged threat to lower 
the scale.

Every person paying a five-cent fare has 
the privilege under the law to begin suit for 
$10) damages and scores of these are being 
prepared tonight. One man took advantage 
of that section of the law as early as 10 


o'clock this morning. Another suit was be- 


gun under a section of the law which makes 
it a fine of from $50 to $500 for the company 
or any of its employés to charge more than 
the legal fare. 

By the middle of the afternoon the cases 
against the road began to show signs of 
piling up and ex-Attorney-General W. H. H. 
Miller, who, with ex-President Harrison and 
others, ere engaged by the company to push 
the injuncticn case before Judge Showalter, 
interrupted the proceedings and filed a novel 
complaint, asking that the United States 
court grant arf injunction against the pa- 
trons of the road from demanding a chree- 
cent fare. Judge Showalter elevated his 
brows in surprise at this complaint against 
the citizens of Indianapolis, but made no 
remarks, and the case will probably be heard 
late tomorrow after the argument of Gen. 
Harrison in the case now before the court. 
Lawyers are wondering how the defendants 
who constitute the Indianapolis public will 
be heard in the second injunction case and 
whether Judge Showalter will issue a bench 
warrant for all the citizens of Indianapolis 
to come into court and show why they 
should not be enjoined from demanding a 
three-cent fare. Judge Showalter seemed 
much amused by the situation that he met 
on his arrival here this morning to hear the 
complaint of the bondholders. Gen. Har- 
rison, one of the attorneys for the Central 
Trat company of New York, the nominal 
plaintiff in the Federal court against the 
enforcement of the law in the interest of 
the bondholders, avoided an embarrassing 
situation this morning by walking down- 
town rather than have a squabble with the 
conductor of a street car over the fare. 


Riots on Several Car Lines. 

Riots occurred on several of the street car 
Unes tonight by reason of passengers refus- 
ing to pay more than the legal three-cent 
fare. Serious blockades began early in the 
evening by conductors refusing to run the 
cars whenever any one refused to give up a 
nickel. Other passengers who had paid five 
cents were thus held in the cars until some 
of the conductors were threatened with a 
pummeling. On Illinois street a crowd of 
twenty took a car and offered a three-cent 
fare. The conductor held the car down town 
for an hour over the protest of a dozen pas- 
sengers who had paid five cents. 

A crowd of several thousand gathered 
about the car and the police were called to 
eject the three-cent passengers. The crowd 
outside threatened ths police, who, after 
hearing the complaint of the street car men 
refused to interfere. There was a struggle 
to get hold of the motor machinery by the 
passengers and a fight was averted only by 
an order from a road officer to pull out and 
carry. those free who refused to pay five 
cents. All the cars in town were blocked at 
another time by a similar situation on the 
Pennsylvania line at the Denison House cor- 
ner, and the tracks were cleared by the cars 
pulling out and carrying three-cent passen- 
gers free. 

Tonight Mayor Taggert announced that 
the police tomorrow will have orders to ar- 
rest all street car employés who violate the 
law. Attorney-General Ketcham tonight 
asked the Criminal Court to convene the 
grand jury tomorrow to indict the street car 
company’s officers. 


THINK RICHARDSON WAS MURDERED. 


Detectives Assert They Have Found 
Evidence Showing He Did Not 
Commit Suicide. 


The mysterious shooting of Herbert A. 
Richardson in the mouth of the alley be- 
tween Charles place and Congress street, 
just west of Fifth avenue, early on the morn- 
ing of April 12, is likely to be solved by the 
police. 

Richardson was engaged to marry Miss 
Florence Miller, who lives on the Northwest 
Side of the city, and was returning from a 
call on her when he was shot. 

Detective Sergts. McWeeney and Mangus, 
who have been working on the case, claim to 
have secured suflicient evidence to prove 
that Richardson did not commit suicide, but 
was murdered. They have prepared a long 
report for Capt. Elliott, but last night re- 
fused to divulge the contents of the report. 
They say they have discovered a motive for 
Richardson’s murder. 


STEAL HIS DIAMOND IN THE CRUSH. 


Thieves Take Ignatz Beck’s Valuable 
Stud, and His Cries Almost 
Cause a Panic. 


Ignatz Beck, a clothing merchant at No. 
289 Blue Island avenue, attended the in- 
auguration ceremonies in the Council 
chamber last night and now he is sorry, for 
he is minus a $150 diamond stud which he 
wore in his shirt front when he entered the 
chamber. 

During the crush Beck felt some one tug- 
ging at the diamond, but he was so wedged 
in he was unable to raise his hands.

Compensation for Pianchices. 

“Tt is manifestly impossible to lay down 
any given rule for uniform compensation 
from street railway companies for fran- 
chises, as each case must be governed by its 
own circumstances. What would be a mod- 
erate compensation at one time, or from a 
certain line, would be oppressive or even 
prohibitive at another time, or from an- 
other line; and, on the contrary, a seeming- 
ly high or even excessive compensation from 
any line at a certain time would be alto- 
gether inadequate from another line, or 
from the same line after the greater devel- 
opment of its business. 

My view is that the law ought to permit 
exclusive long-term grants, subject to just 
compensation, and proper regulation, for a 
street railway is a natural monopoly in any 
territory where it has been constructed, and 
in the end the public is more likely to get 


satisfactory service from such a monopoly, 


closely regulated, than from rival and war- 
ring companies in their usually impecunious 


condition.

FIGHT ON THE BOARD OF PARDONS. 


Johnnsen Attacks Gov. Tanner, Who Is 
Defended by Cochran—Bill Goes 
te Third Reading. 


Springfield, III., April 15.—(Special.J—There 
was a story session of the House this morn- 
ing over the bill instituting a State Board 
of Pardons. Johnson of Whiteside [Dem.] 
bitterly assailed the Republicans and inci- 
dentally criticised severely Speaker Curtis 
for his ruling, and Gov. Tanner, too. He 
said Gov. Tanner had not the manhood and 
courage to do his duty under the Constitu- 
tion and the board was nothing but a polit- 
ical affair. 

Curlously enough, Gov. Tanner was de- 
fended by Mr. Cochran, whom Tanner de- 
feated for Speaker of the House. Cochran's 
reply to Mr. Johnson was flery and brought 
out the full blican vote. 

Mr. Johnson @ffered an amendment strik- 
ing out the clause providing that No par- 
don or commutation of sentence Shall be 
granted by the Governor except upon the 
recommendation of said Board of Pardons.” 

“That clause in the bill,” said Mr. John- 
son, is squarely in conflict with the Con- 
stitution. This bill was conceived in fraud 
and brought forth in iniquity. It is sought 
to force it through this House by scheme, 
treachery, or deception. It is sought to 
force it through this House by the brutal 
force of the Speaker's gavel. 

“If you are mere tools, if you are curs 
and sycophantic servants of the Governor, 
then pass this bill. If you have a Governor 
brave enough to stand by ‘the Constitution 


this bill.” 

Mr. Cochran [Rep.] replieh He said: 
This attack upon the bill, and upon the 
Speaker of this House, and upon the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Illinois comes with 
very bad grace from the gentleman from 
Whiteside {Mr. Johnson]. He assails this 
side of the House for creating a new board, 
when he stands as the n ot a 
party and a Governor who have absolutely 
squandered the people's Money in this State 
until scarcely enough can be found to feed 
the unfortunates in the asylums.”’

But the mem- 
bers of the Legislative committee do not 
seem to have any doubt that Mr. Jones 
and some <éthers of them suggested the 
bill. The author of the bill is Mr. McGoor- 
ty, and his first bill provided for a levy of 
Ii per cent for 1898 and of 1 per cent for 
1839. The only change made was by the sub- 
stitution for this bill of bill No. 863, which 
provides for a levy, of 14% per cent for both 
years, : 

The article says the present law provides 
kor this levy for 1898 and 1899, but this is not 

true. If the Legislature does not extend the 
present levy it reverts to % per cent. The 
bankers recommended an increase in the 
levy from ½ to 1 per cent for two years, 
which would produce an increase of revenue 
in two years of $1,400, The pending bill 
if passed will produce an increase during the

WEST SIDE COMMISSIONERS GIVE RE- 
TRENCHMENT A HARD BLOW. 


Laborers’ Wages to Be Increased from 
$1.50 to $1.75 on May 1, Involving 
an Estimated Extra Expenditure 
of $40,000—William Cook Is Made 
General Superintendent and Homer 
J. Galpin Gets Assistant Collector- 
ship—Other Appointments Deferred. 


Retrenchment was knocked into a cocked 
hat at a meeting of the West Park Commis- 
sioners held: last night. The report of the 
Finance committee, with the exception of 
one section, that doing away with the ap- 
pointment of a General Superintendent of 
West Parks, was 

Under this report the wages of common 
laborers are to be increased, béginning May 
1, from $1.50 a day to $1.75 for eight hours’ 
work, and preference is to be given in par- 
celling out work to those who support fam- 

es 

Two appointments were made, the re- 
mainder being held up until the next meet- 
ing of the Commissiongrs, Tuesday after- 
noon. 

Those who received appotntments are: 

General Superintendent, William Cook, ex- 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Chicago Council and 
Purchasing Agent of Cook County for two years 
Mr. Cook had held no former position under the 
West Park Board. 

Special Assessment Collector, Homer J. Galpin, 
appointed for the purpose of collecting taxes due 
on Humboldt boulevard assessment. 

The recommendation of the Finance com- 
mittee that the West Park Police Depart- 
ment be organized with a Captain, four 
police sergeants, and mounted officers to 
patrol the boulevards was concurred in. 
The committee recommended against the 
appointment of a General Superintendent 
and in favor of the three Park Superintend- 
ents—of Garfield, Humboldt, and Douglas 
jointly superintending the West Side parka, 
This recommendation was turned down. 

The only Commissioner to oppose the in- 
crease of the wages of day laborers was F. 
M. Blount. “I know that I am taking the 
unpopular side of this matter,“ he said. 
“This is a corporation, and it should not 
go on record in favor of increasing the price 
paid to laborers at this time. It is unjust 
to other corporations. 

Commissioner Pavlicek, in answer to a 
question, stated that the increase wo cost 
the West Park Board $40,000 additional a 
year. 

The recommendation was adopted, to go 
into effect on May 1, and the General Super- 
intendent is instructed to employ only those 
men who have dependent families.

ANNUAL REPORT ON LINCOLN PARK. 


Old Board ef Commissioners Com- 
pletes Its Work—Four of the New 
Members Present. 


The Lincoln Park Commissioners of 1896-7, 
after transacting a little routine business 
and putting off new matter until the next 
meeting, yesterday afternoon legislated it- 
self out of legal existence. Four of the mem- 
bers of the new board were present, but as 
they have not received their commissions 
they did not organize. 

The members of the new board are Will- 
jam Penn Nixon and F. H. Winston, hold- 
over members, and Peter Hand, William 
Stewart, and Horatio N. May. 

The annual report of the fetiring board 
Was presented and 5,000 copies ordered 
printed. Great stress is laid on the present 
financial condition, and a comparative state- 
ment of figures for the last five years is 
given, showing the gradual reduction of the 
current indebtedness frém $100,000 in 1893 
to $49,000 im 1897.

ing the north pavilion, and a bathing beach 
for children. 


Only $10,000 is left in cash for improve- 


ments for the current year, after deducting 
the 3 $190,000 for current expenses. 
This will be uged for making minor im- 
provements. ö

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MUCH ALARM OVER JAPAN’S INVASION 
OF THE ISLANDS. . 


The Steel-Clad raise Philadelphia 
Has Gone to Honolulu to Balance 
Matters When the Japanese Cruis- 
ers Get There—Japan’s Scheme to 
Get Control of the Islands—Views of 
the Situation as Stated by a Well- 
Informed Correspondent. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 12.—The cable 
dispatch from Yokohama declaring that two 
war vessels had been ordered to Honolulu 
by the Japanese Government caused much 
excitement here, for it seemed to show that 
the United States Government had advance 
information when it dispatched last week the 
cruiser Philadelphia to Hawaii with sealed 
orders! A large supply of provisions and 
ammunition was laid in from this city. It 
was given out that the destination was Hon- 
olulu, but no orders were divulged. The 
cruiser should reach the islands on April 16. 

A writer in the Chronicle who is familiar 
with all recent events in the island says of 
this move of Japan: 

The ordering of these Japan cruisers to 
Honolulu is in line with the policy Japan has 


long as no trouble arose over the wholesale 
shipping of Japanese into Hawali the Mika- 
do’s Ministers were content to increase the 
colony on the islands by from 1,800 to 2,000 
a month. Now, however, the Dole Govern- 
ment has been aroused to the danger of this 
Asiatic influx, Japan is determined to use 
force to see that its natives receive all the 
rights guaranteed to them by treaty. 

It is not probable that an encounter will 
take place between the Philadelphia and the 
two Japanese cruisers, but there is no tell- 
ing what the Japs may do, as their easy vic- 
tory over the Chinese in the late war has 
made them cockey, and they think they 
could whip Russia or the United States with 
little more trouble than they whipped China. 

“The plan of Japan was to fill the islands 
with Japanese, irrespective of the labor 
problem. Then when they had more Japan- 
ese in Hawali than native Hawalians, and 
more than all the other foreigners com- 
bined, they would demand for themselves the 
same political rights that the natives enjoy. 
Dven if they secured only limited suffrage 
they would soon be in a position to dictate 
the policy of the government. Then the 
world would have seen Japan actually rul- 
ing the islands with no cost to the home gov- 
ernment and with no responsibility. Yet 
Japan would have been in a position to step 
in and act as arbiter in any dispute or, ina 
crisis, to take actual possession of the isl- 
ands. 

“That this was the real policy of Japan 

is shown by the fact that for nearly a year 
the government has been sending hundreds 
of emigrants every month to Hawall, al- 
though thereshas been no demand for plan- 
tation labor. What is significant is that 
most of these immigrants have made no 
effort to get work. The sugar plantations 
are crowded with old hands, who have still 
portions of time contracts to work out. All 
the avenues of trade have long been filled 
with these Yankees of the Orient, who have 
driven out the native Hawaiians and Chi- 
nese. . 
Hundreds of these recent arrivals from 
Japan in Hawali betray no evidence of hav- 
ing done hard work at home. In fact, they 
belong to the student class, and they have 
lived lives of idleness on the islands, ap- 
parently maintained in comfort by the com- 
pany th brought them over. The whole 
scheme 18 one of the largest colonizing jobs 
in a political sense that has ever been at- 
tempted. 

Chief Justice Judd of Hawall, in a recent 
talk in regard to the Japanese labor prob- 
lem on the islands, declared that 700 Japan- 
ese who were returned to their own coun- 
try came without a labor contract or with- 
out the funds for their maintenance, which 
the statute prescribes. He voiced the senti- 
ment of all the white residents of the isl- 
ands who have property interests at stake 
in these words: 

What we most fear is that the Japanese, 
when they gain a numerical supremacy, will 
think they ought to have political suprem- 
acy in the islands. A ng to the census 
taken on Nov. 1 last there are now in the 
islands 24,407 Japanese, 21,616 Chinese, 
31,019 Hawaiian natives, 8,000 half castes, 
5,260 Americans, 2,257 British, 1,482 Ger- 
mans, 101 French, 378 Norwegians, 15,191 
Portuguese, 455 South Sea Islanders, and 
600 of other nationalities. The Japanese 
are increasing rapidly, and if they continue 
to come at a rate of 1,500 a week, as they did 
one week recently, it will not be long before 
they have overrun all the islands.“

ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY COMPLICATION. 

The new Treasurer of the University of 
Illinois, Mr. Elbridge G. Keith, has quali- 
fied for his position, and his first official act 
was to call for the cash and securities of the 


institution, supposed to be in the possession 
of his predecessor, Mr. Charles W. Spald- 


ings Bank. In reply Mr. Spalding stated 
what was expected by the public—namely: 
That the cash had disappeared in specula- 
tions, that the bonds had been hypothecated, 
and there was nothing to turn over. 

In lieu of the property of the university 
Mr. Spalding turned over bonds and other 
valuables scheduled on their face value at 
$587,000. He has not made a full statement 
to the new Treasurer, though he has been 
profuse in promises to do 80. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if the statement would be of 
any value, provided he should make it, or 


to what is already known—namely: That 
the State property is gone, whether in riot- 
ous living, in speculation, or in any other 
way is not material. It is sufficient to know 
that it is gone and that the university 
trustees will have to hustle in order to meet 
expenses and keep the university running. 
As the only thing left for Spalding to do, 


and in order to save himself from criminal 


prosecution, he has turned over this prop- 
erty already mentioned. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether the university trustees will 
derive much comfort from this., The prop- 
erty turned over is greatly depreciated. Out- 
side of the non-negotiable part of the uni- 
versity endowment fund, amounting to 
$124,000, the assets he offers are not likely 
to realise over 40 cents on the dollar. Farm 
lands in New Hampshire, wild lands in 
Idaho, and town bonds in the remote West 
are not of much account. In addition to 
this the university may not be able to get 
hold of these frayed and decrepit assets with- 
out a long and expensive litigation. They 
are held by the Chicago Title and Trust 
company, as receiver for the bank, and the 
remaining creditors will make a hard fight 
to be considered as preferred.

The Constitution declares also that 


No law shall be passed by the General Assembly 
granting the right to construct and operate a 


atreet railroad within any city, town, or incor- 


porated viliage without requiring the consent of 
the local authorities having the control of the 
street or highway proposed to be occupied by 
such street railroad. 

It is proposed to extend for fifty years 
from date, without the consent of the local 
authorities of Chicago or other cities, the 
right to operate street railroads on 600 miles, 
more or less, of Chicago streets. 

It is @ constitutional right of the people of 
Chicago, through their municipal represent- 
atives, to say whether licenses which ex- 
pire, some in four years and some in twenty 
years, shall be regranted or not. 

Mr. Mann should read the history of the 
Lake-Front case. The General Assembly 
of 1869 undertook to turn over to certain 
railroads a vast property belonging to the 
city. They were required to pay for a few 
blocks of it the sum of $800,000. For the 
greater and more important part the IIlinois 
Central, which was the beneficiary, was not 
required to pay anything to the City Gov- 
ernment. 

Years of bitter litigation ensued. Per- 
haps Mr. Mann does not know how that lit- 
igation ended. The Supreme Court of the 
United States upheld the “ vested rights ” 
of Ohicago, which the Legislature had tried 
for boodle reasons to invade, confiscate, and 
turn over to certain railroads, but the out- 
come was the city was upheld and confirmed 
in its property rights in despite of the efforts 
of a corrupt, bribed Legislature. 

There are some municipal matters which 
the Legislature can regulate. There are 
others which it cannot constitutionally lay 
hands on. It cannot uncreate the city. It 
cannot seize upon the property of the city— 
its streets or its public buildings. It cannot 
say that the bridges across the Ohicago 
River which have been built by thé taxes of 
the people of the city for the city shall be 
occupied for fifty years, or any other num- 
ber of years, without its consent by street 
railroad tracks. 

The city has vested rights. It will defend 
them when they are attacked, and the high 
courts will vindicate them, as in the Lake- 
Front case. 


BILLY MASON’S UNREDEEMED PLED GSE 

On one of the numerous biennial occasions 
when Arthur Dixon was running for office 
he promised bull pups right and left. He 
was elected, and when called on to redeem 
about forty-nine of these pledges was unable 
to do so, because there were ouly six puppies 


in the litter. When taxed with fraud in 


making promises which he knew could not 
be kept unless a miracle happened he an- 
swered indignantly that a man who would 
not promise a bull pup toa friend about elec- 
tion time must be a very mean fellow. 

So Billy Mason would have thought him- 
self a very mean fellow if he had refused 
to promise offices to his friends during his 
long Senatorial campaign. There must 
have been several thousand pledges. of 
offfees made by him, not one of which has 
been redeemed yet. To make matters 
worse, not one in 500 of them ever will be. 


Senator Mason's predicament is much 
more serious than Dixon’s. A man who 


fails to get the bull pup which was promised 
off without a dog, which 


him. But Prof. Bemis was not given a 
chance to speak or to expose and. refute 
Yerkes’ assertions, but choked off and 
muzzled. The majority of the Senators 
did not wish to have Mr. Yerkes’ false pre- 
tenses exposed.

In the City of New York four million 
dollars has just been bid for the right to 
run. cars on two avenues. That fact is 
known to the Senators. If the Chicago 
street franchises were offered at public sale 
for fifty years proportionately liberal offers 
would be made. Certainly not less than 
two to three millions of licensea year. But 
if the Legislature has the limitless powers 
over the Chicago streets and their use that 
Yerkes and his lawyers claim it has, let it 
pass a bill under which capital will have a 
chance to organize and compete for the 
Chicago street railroad franchises. 

Let this bill require a company which 
competes for them to agree to repay the 
present owners the actual money they have 
put into their roads and to pay the city a 
cent per passenger, which will be 20 per 
cent of the gross earnings. The franchises 
should be sold to that company which will 
agree to charge the public the lowest rate 
of fare—five cents being the maximum. 

But Yerkes and his confederates will not 
consent to the enactment of such a just 
measure. For he knows that to retain under 
it he would have to bid what his roads are 
worth in order to keep them. He would 
have to offer 20 per cent instead of the 
beggarly 3 per cent he offers now te the 
city for the right to occupy the streets of 
Chicago.

SUICIDE OF DANIEL CAMERO N, 4 
BAXNY, u. v., AT IMPERIAL.

Tells the Clerk His Wife Has Deserted 


Him and Come to Chicago—Also Says 

He Has Spent $400 in Fast Living— 

Hermit MeDonald’s Property Is 

Missing—Despondent Gustav Biel 

Kills Himself—H. B. Harford Dies of 
Heart Disease. : 


Daniel Cameron of Albahy, N. V., shot and 
killed himself at the Imperial Hotel, No. 250 
State street, yesterday morning. He was 
not dead when found lying in his coom, but 
expired in the ambulance while being taken 
to the County Hospital. The remains were 
conveyed to the county morgue, where an in- 
quest will be held at 10 o'clock this morning. 

Judging from the statements the man 
made previous to his death it is thought he 
comes from a wealthy family in Albany. He 
gave indications of considerable refinement, 


“| and his clothing was of the best material. 


Cameron had been in Chicago less than a 
week. He first registered at the Auditorium 
Annex, but moved to the Wellington Hotel 
on April 12. His bills there remain unpaid. 
He left a satchel in his room, but it has not 
been opened. 

Wednesday evening Cameron registered at 
the Imperial Hotel. He spoke to the clerk 
about his wife, who, he said, had left him in 
Albany and come to Chicago. He left the 
hotel soon after and did not return until mid- 
night, when he retired. 

At 9:80 o’clock yesterday morning a shot 
was heard in his room. William Donnelly, 
a porter, climbed through the transom and 
found Cameron, wounded and lying on the 
floor, with a revolver lying near. He was 
unconscious and died on the way to the hos 

ital. 

5 pawn ticket for an overcoat was found 
in his pocket. Cameron had pawned a gold 
watch, a ring, and an overcoat. Cameron 
told the pawnbroker that he had been to 
New York and spent $400 in fast living. 
McDonald’s Papers Missing. 

The police are unable to find certain pa- 
pers, supposed to be valuable, left by 70- 
year-old Daniel McDonald, who was found 
dead at his home, No. 832 Girard street, 
on Wednesday morning. On the person of 
the dead man was found a will, in which he 
left his property to his daughter, Mrs. 
Louise Ballenberg of Cincinnati. This prop- 
erty, the will stated, consisted of his person- 
al effects and mortgages for $2,000 and $350 
and a bank book, but how much the latter 
represented the will did not say. The docu- 
ment stated that these papers could be 
found between the shelves of a hanging 
bookcase which the man had in his room. 

A search was made in the house on 
Wednesday, and the only effects found were 
a trunk and chest of carpenter’s tools con- 
taining nothing of importance. No trace 
was found of the bank book or mortgages. 
Whether they were stolen by some one who 
had the confidence of the old man is wor- 
rying the police of the Rawson Street Sta- 
tion. 

As the heiress of McDonald’s property 
lives outside the State of [Illinois the will 
was turned over to Public Administrator 
Kinnare by the Coroner yesterday. 

Gustav Biel’s Suicide. 

The body of Gustav Biel, a coal dealer, 
was found yesterday morning hanging from 
a rafter in the basement of his home, No. 
2142 Archer avenue, by John Mimich, an em- 
ployé. Biel was the victim of an incurable 
disease and it is said he had been brooding 
over his condition. 

H. B. Harford, a real estate dealer, No. 157 
La Salle street, was found dead in a room in 
the Casino Hotel yesterday. Dr. Brown said 
that the cause of death was heart disease. 
Harford lived at No. 229 Jackson Park ter- 
race and left a widow and three children.
